DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 3, 6 - 8, 24 - 25, 28 - 35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the present invention discloses independent system time clocks for 
the still picture data and the audio data wherein outputting of the decoded audio data is 
not synchronized with the still picture data and wherein the still picture data being 
reproduced as a slideshow, the audio data being reproduced with the still picture data. 

All the cited references disclose system time clocks for the audio and video data 
but their system time clocks are not completely independent like the present invention. 

Claims 24 and 25 are allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claims 2-3 and 6 - 8 depend on claim 1 . Claims 34 and 35 depend on claim 24. 
Claims 28, 29, 30, 31 , 32, 33 depend on claim 25.
